husband, after he disappeared with 
Guy Burgess, foreign office expert 
on Marxism and tho Far East. 


The aulhenlicity of Ihe first tele- 


gram never was established, and 
Mrs. Dunbar said at once she did 
not believe this one came from 
her daughter.
